TIm  IntarMtiny  Vtory  That  Is  Told  by 
■  Whit*  HeuM  on  tho  FerMhero  of 
th«  Arabian  Coast  at  the  Southern 
Entrance  to  the  Red  Sea. 

On  thf  forcslK.iv  uf  tlic  Arahlaii 
coast  in  tlie  slnsit  cif  H.il)  rl-.MM'tU'l.. 
at  the  soutlHTii  «iiiian(a>  t.j  tli,-  '.tvl 
s»'a.  stniuls  a  l.ir.i,'c  wliitt*  li(>i,s:>  -tm 
ccruiii;;  wlii.  li  il,.-  travclors  t<>  (lu>  far 
east  may  Lear  a  curious  story.  In  tli(< 
middle  of  the  •  niueteentb  <-«'iitin-y. 
ffbea  M.  de  Lesaeps  uftcr  many  diOi- 
calties  bad  saccessfulljr  floated  the 
Sues  Canal  compauy .  the  governor  of 
tbe  Brltlah  port  of  Aden,  about  100 
miles  distant,  was  surprised  one  morn- 
ing; by  tbe  risit  of  a  Freiu-b  sijuadron 
of  very  unusual  size  for  tbut  part  of 
tlie  orient,  which,  baviut;  encountered 
a  terriiic  siorin  off  Sokotra.  bad  put 
lii  for  ri'pairs. 

In  tile  mind  of  t!i(>  ^<)vcrn<ir  curiosity 
•\v:is  at  once  aroused  as  to  ilie  destina- 
tion of  so  l:iri;e  a  command,  a  cnriosity 
wiiii  li  increased  as  lie  found  it  impos- 
sible to  extract  any  fnrtlier  iat'ornni- 
tiou  frcin  ibe  Freucb  admiral  or  his 
officers  beyond  the  statemeut  that 
they  were  nptm  an  ordinal ry  cruise,  an 
esfrtanatlon  which  the  former  was  not 
the  least  iscllned  to  beUeve. 

Firm  In  tbe  belief,  therefore,  that 
some  |K)litlcul  more  uf  sreat  impor- 
tance was  afloat,  if  not  a  foot,  the  gov- 
ernor, in  order  first  of  all  to  gain  tiuie. 
gave  orders  to  very  tertoise-lilce  on 
tbe  repairs  and  then  set  to  work  to 
take  tbe  I'reuchnien  off  their  KHJinl  by 
Ki\  ini;  a  succession  >  f  se.ch  entertain- 
ments as  both  bis  slender  meant:  and 
the  awful  barmmeas  of  the  phice 
would  afToi'd. 

r.ut.  though  at  the  end  of  two  weeks 
the  l"rench  and  Hrilish  oliiceis  had  got 
upon  the  best  of  terms,  tbe  immtHliate 
destination  of  tlie  French  squadron 
remained  as  much  of  a  mystery  to 
the  governor  of  Aden  as  before,  and 
in  spite  of  all  possible  debiy  the  re- 
pairs were  nearly  completed. 

Now,  it  happened  that  the  wife  of 
the  fioveruor  possessed  an  Irish  maid, 
who  had  been  rei-civing  attentions 
from  one  of  tlie  French  petty  ofiicers— 
attentions  which  the  irirl  ilid  not  re^ 
^'aril  seriously.  It  occurred  to  the  gov- 
ernor tliat  by  such  means  something 
miiilit  be  learmnl  of  his  unexpected 
visitor's  i»lans.  and  a  private  conver- 
sation l)et-.veen  tbe  governor's  wife 
and  her  luaid  resulted  in  anotlMMr  be- 
tween the  latter  and  her  French  ad- 
mirer, by  which  it  was  discovered 
that  PeriiM  Islaad  was  the  objective 
point 

At  this  infonmition  tbe  governor 
opened  his  eyes  wide  Indeed,  fur.  if 

the  Suez  canal  were  cut  through.  Pe- 
rlui.  as  coi.imandiim  the  southern  en- 
tram-e  to  the  lied  si'a.  in  the  mitldle 
of  the  strait  of  i'>ab-el-Maiideb.  would 
be  a  iilace  of  great  strategic  impor- 
tance, over  which,  without  doubt,  it 
was  the  bilention  of  the  I'rencli  ad- 
miral to  hoist^lhe  tricolor. 

Seem-tly  giving  Orders.' therefore,  for 
a  gunboat  to  immediately  embark  a 
detachment  of  soldiers  and  steal  away 
ia  the  night  for  -Fferim  island,  tlie  gov- 
ernor tren  Kanottnc^  a  farewell  ban- 
ijaet  and  ball  for  the  day  bat  one  fol- 
lowing, a  ilnal  act  of  coi^rtesy  with 
which  tbe  Freucb  adrairai  would  will- 
ingly bare  dispensed,  fur  be  was  anx- 
ious to  sail,^  but  which  he  could  not 
well  refuse  (Ui  account  of  the  use  he 
had  mide  of  the  Uritish  supplies  and 
machinery  at  .\den. 

.So  t!ie  uinner  ar.d  i^.'Uty  in  due 
course  came  «>Ii.  the  ;;ovi'rnor  I.eing  in 
hi^h  spirits.  U'cause  in  the  meantime 
III'  had  received  the  i.ev.  s  >  !  i  he  o<  oi- 
p  ilion  of  I  eriiii.  win:  h  uuvler  the  cir- 
(-um.staucet>  v.-ciuid  siireiy  be  followed 
by  tbe  lou};ed  fur  pri»mution.  and  the 
French  admiral  was  equally  happy, 
for  be  hoped  on  tbe  morrow  to  add 
the  same  important  little  speck i>f  land 
to  the  dominion  of  his  own  country, 
thereby  covering  fils  breast  with  tbe 
stars  and  himself  with  maritime  glory. 

Next  day.  after  an  interchange  of 
cordial  farewells,  the  French  si|uadron 
mailed  away  to  an  apparent ly  unkimwn 
destination,  until,  when  clear  of  the 
land,  the  course  was  laid  full  speed  di- 
riH.'t  for  I'erini  island. 

Then  what  were  the  dismay  and  dis- 
appoiiitmeiit  of  I'le  I  reiieb  admiral 
and  his  otlicers  when,  on  coming  in 
sight  of  their  destination,  they  beheld 
the  British  flag  flying  and  a  company 
of  soldiers  drawn  up  to  give  tbem  a 
proper  salute.  It  is  said  tbe  French 
admiral  was  so  mortifiiHl  at  being  thus 
outwitted  that  be  flrst  flung  Ids  cock- 
ed bat  overboard  and  then  followed  It 
himself  into  the  .sea. 

Re  this  as  it  may.  as  Perim  was 
clearly  already  r(C(  iiiiied  by  the  P.rit- 
Ish.  the  only  counter  move  wliich  the 
I'rencli  could  maU(>  was  to  take  pos- 
pession  of  a  strip  of  the  foreshore  on 
the  opposite  .\ral)ian  (oast.  where 
they  built  the  fortitiiil  wliile  hou.se  In 
question,  but  as  •the  plai-e  was  entirely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  guns  on  Perim  is- 
land It  was  stiortly  abandoned,  to  re- 
BuAn  to  this  day  as  a  monument  of  a 
French  admlrara  nndoing.— Kxchange.

Children  s.nig 
and  Howers  were  strewn  along  the 
way.  .\rri\ed  at  Paris.  si>veral  regi- 
ments cif  the  Swiss  guard  met  the 
shah  s  representative  and  cst^-orlinl  him 
to  a  magniliceut  suit  in  tbe  old  iml:u-e 
of  tbe  Tulleries.  Lx>uls  scut  no  less 
a  |)cn'ton  titan  the  Due  de  Rlchellen  to 
welcome  the  potentate  and  invite  bim 
out  to  Versailles  to  a  special  reception 
bi  the  hall  of  mirrors. 

T!ie  anibass,idor  presented  himself 
as  niza  iu-y  of  the  Persian  court  and 
after  showing  his  credentials  ad- 
vanced to  kiss  the  hand  of  Louis  le 
tirand  and  give  liini  the  shah's  con- 
grat nail  ions  on  his  recent  vic  tories 
.V  earav.ui  of  presents  from  his  im- 
perial sovereign  wfie  (ci  their  way 
and  would  arrive  in  Paris  in  a  few 
days,  said  the  a  mba -s.idor. 

Festivals  followed  at  Versailles.  The

RIGHT  HAND  RULE. 

^Tha  Way  It  Is  Applied  In  Driving  atni 

In  Navioation. 

London's  drivers,  sitting;  on  the  right 
side  of  the  driver's  seat,  turn  to  the 
left.  Why?  Ib  order  that  looking 
down  at  the  right  side  of  the  vehicle 
they  may  gauge  to  a  fraction  of  au 
inch  the  hubs  of  a  vehicle  meeting 
tb^m.  In  tbe  United  States  the  driver 
still  preserves  the  right  side  of  the 
seat  and  Id  turning  to  tlie  right  of  the 
roadway  baa  the  least  knowledge  cf 
where  his  haba  aaay!^  be  In  passing. 

But  in  Intematioiial  navigation  the 
right  hand  rules  always  obtain,  it  is 
•  the  narrow  channel  winding  into  a 
port  wliere  the  extremest  of  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  the  vessel  keeping  to  star- 
board, no  matter  bow  many  crooks  and 
turns  and  loops  the  channel  may  make.
